The  Liquor  Board  ii  now  conaidrr 
iriK.  oil  thr  basis  <>f  prnnijuivc  legisla- 
tion pa»Red  by  the  I.egislatare,  the 
opening  ot  a  Kqvor  store  in  Victoria 
and  one  in  Vanrouver  for  the  sale  of 
hquor»  at  night-tinic.  The  object  of 
night-tim^  stores  is  to  prevent  the  op- 
eralion  of  "bootleggers"  as  far  SS  pos- 
sible. The  Government  has  been  un- 
able to  put  M  end  to  "bootlggging,"  so 

that  it  purposes  to  enter  into  competi- 
tion with  tiic  iHicil  vendors.  The  ex- 
periment is  dubious  enough,  but  undt  r 
rigid  nafcguards  it  may  be  made  effec- 
tive and  accomplish,  to  some  extent, 
the  object  that  is  desired.  The  Liquor 
Conitnissioncr,  in  consultation  with  the 
Attorney-General,  is  now  considering 
what  arc  the  hours  at  night-tioie  dur- 
ing \vbi'-h  siirli  stores  should  operate. 
W'c  iiopc  there  is  no  suggestion  that 
they  should  be  kept  open  until  2  am. 
That  would  be  a  distinctly  retrograde 
step.  Such  stores  should  be  open  from 
the  time  the  other  liquor  vending  cs- 
tabiishmentf  doae  until  11  p.m^  but  no 
later.

THK  MMJL  ACT 


There  is  to  be  a  conference  between 
the  Federal  Government  and  the 
Governments  of  the  various  Provinces 
on  the  subject  of  amendments  to  the 
British  North  America  Act.  It  is 
somewhat  of  a  paradox  that  this  move 
should  be  taken  in  the  year  in  which 
Canada  is  to  celebrate  the  Diamond 
Jubilee  of  Confederation,  and  it  may 
be  poi/ited  out,  incidentally,  that  the 
conference  has  been  decided  upon  lo 
placate  the  vi.-ws  of  a  I-obor  member 
itf  the  I-'edv.-ral  House  who  is  a  sup- 
porter of  the  Liberal  Government- 
Phtre  is  no  demand  for  it  from  any 
3f  the  ProvinccK,  and  that  is  tu  say 
no  demand  iii  an  oflicial  way.  In 
Igrccing  t"  lb<'  conference,  Mr. 
Lapointe,  the  Minister  of  Justice,  has 
made  it  clear  that  the  Balfour  Report, 
which  was  tlic  Duistamliiig  feature  of 
the  late  Imperial  Cunfcrenre,  has  not 
changed,  altered  or  modified  the 
British  North  America  Act. 

The  point  is  that  no  Province  can 
enter  such  a  conference  as  is  proposed 
and  ilo  fo  witTi  any  aufboriiv  unless 
it  is  lirst  instruced  by  its  l«c;,'islature. 
The  «|uestion  of  .miendinents  to  t''" 
Kritish  North  America  Act  has  not 
been  (lis,  ussed  witJj  a  view  to  reaching 
ilclmit(  conclu.sions  by  any  of  the 
I<cgislatures  nf  any  of  the  Provinces 
of  the  Dominion.  A.s  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  Dominion  Government  itself  will 
go  to  any  such  conference  uninstruced 
by  the  Parliament  of  Canada.  The 
best  that  such  a  conference  cnuld  do 
is  to  fonmilate  a  act  of  tmcndments 

'.>  liich  must  be  agreeable  to  both  the 
Jjuminion  and  all  the  Provinces  and 
then  have  such  amendments  ratified 

by  Parliament  and  the  various  Legis- 
latures. Any  request  for  amendments 
to  the  B.N.A.  Act  ahoald  be  onani- 

mous  throughout  thi  length  and 
breadth  of  Canada.  The  ^oposal  for 
a  conference  seems,  to  say  the  least, 
oremature.  Mr.  Guthrie,  the  Conserva- 
tive leader  at  Ottawa,  is  right  in  saying 
that  there  is  no  considerable  body  of 
opinion  In  the  country  which  desires 
any  changes.  The  people  arc  well  sat- 
isfied with  the  B.NA  Act,  which  is  no 
less  the  charter  of  liberty  of  the  Do- 
minion as  a  whole  than  it  is  of  the 
provinces  severalty  and  individtially. 


PLAYING  THB  GAME 


An  American  investigator  for  the 
Carnegie  Foundation,  one  Dr.  How- 
ard J.  Savage,  has  been  maldng  an  in- 
f|uiry  info  lUitisb  and  .\meyican  Sports. 
In  a  nion(^graph  be  has  issued  On  the 
subject,  he  confirms  a  generally  accept- 
ed theory  that  Americans  play  games 
more  for  the  take  of  winning,  whereas 
the  British  play  more  for  the  sake  of 
playing.  He  notes  that  the  paid 
coaches  who  are  found  everywhere  in 
the  United  States  are  conspicuous  by 
their  absence  in  the  British  Isles,  al- 
though he  admits  there  are  some  teach- 
ers of  cricket,  track  athletics  and  row- 
ing. It  is  the  case  in  I  lu-l  nwl,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Savage,  tli.ii  the  games 
played  St  school  continued  to  he  played 
by  those  who  engaged  in  them  in  after 
life,  and  this  is  done  for  the  sport  of 
the  thing,  or  for  the  honor  of  their 
aln\a  mater.  He  notes  that  three- 
quarters  of  the  undergraduates  of  Ox- 
ford and  Cambridge  are  engaged  in 
sport  of  some  kind. 

Dr.  Savage  Ix  heves  that  the  lunglish- 
nian  kctpa  up  his  sports  longer  than 
the  American  does  because  ho  believes 
more  in  keeping  fit  and  he  uses  games 
and  athletics  to  this  end.  The  differ- 
ence in  the  tendency  of  the  two  nations 
^for  it  is  admitted  that  the  American 
rollefe  student  when  he  graduates  vcrv 
often  ceases  his  sporting  activities — is 
ascribed  by  Dr.  Savage  to  the  differ- 
ence in  climates  He  says  in  this  re- 
spect that  "the  aomewbat  enervating 
atmoapherc  of  the  British  Isles  has  a 
good  detl  to  dtL  with  the  development 
of  British  spertflmanship.  just  as  the 
liniestone  foundation  of  those  islands 
has  helped  to  make  them  the  blood- 
stock cradle  of  the  world"  Dr  J^av

LABOR  DltPUTSS 


The  British  Ministry  of  Labor  Ga- 
2ctte  In  its  lateat  isaue  reviews  the 
labor  disputes  of  recent  years  It  is 
somewhat  of  an  anomaly  that  during 
i926  there  should  have  been  fewer  in- 
dustrial  disputes  in  Great  Britain  than 
during  the  past  forty  years,  but  the 
time  kxt  was  far  greater  than  in  any 
other  year.  In  1926  there  ucrc  313 
disputes,  ^,721,000  persons  were  in- 
volved, and  the  working  days  lost  wcrt 
loJ,780,000.  The  nearest  approach  to 
this  unenviable  record  waa  in  1921, 
when  there  were  763  dIsptHes  In  which 
l,770,00<t  persons   were   involved,  and 

when  85^70,000  working  daya  were 

lost. 

The  GaxeMe,  in  dcatlng  with  unem- 
ployment and  allowing  for  the  usual 
seasonal  increase  in  the  last  week  in 

December,  1926,  says  there  was  a  con- 
tinuous improvement  during  the  last 
four  months  of  1926.  The  percentage 
of  unemployed  was  eleven  at  the  end  of 
January,  1926,  and  9.1  at  the  end  of 
April  last.  Regarding  wage  rates  it  ia 
noted  that  there  was  an  a>.;gregate  net 
increase  of  nearly  £120,000  in  the  full 
time  w<^ekly  wages  of  420,000  working 
people  and  a  net  decrcasf  of  £81,000  in 
those  of  740,000  people.  The  varia- 
tions in  the  cost  of  living  were  influ- 
enced in  the  later  months  of  1926  by 
the  increased  cost  of  fuel  and  light. 
The  index  ligurc  for  January,  1926, 
was  seventy-five,  as  compared  with 
eighty  at  the  beginning  of  1925.  It  fell 
in  the  early  months  of  last  year  until 
it  was  sixty-seven  on  May  1.  The 
figure  had  reached  seventy-nine  on 
December  1  last,  and  had  declined  to 
seventyflva  on  January  1  of  this  year. 

MR.  CHURCHILL'S  MEMOIRS 


•Mr.  Winston  Churchill's  review  of 
the  war,  and  particularly  of  the  Battle 
of  Jutland,  has  given  rise  to  a  lot  of 
coiiirovetsy.

On  that  ac- 
count there  are  some  who  entertain 
the  idea  that  .Mr.  Churchill  i$  writing 
ex  eathedra,  or,  in  other  wordt,  with 

(111-  s.iiKtinii  of  the  Ciovcrnnienf, 
whereas  he  i»  doing  no  mure  liian 
rxpressinf  his  own  personal  opinions, 
riie  Admiralty  has  announced  that 
Mr.  Churchill's  book  is  not  official 
and  that  the  Lords  Commissioners 
have  and  a<'cept  no  responsibility  for 
the  statements  and  opinions  exprcascd 
in  it,  and  it  is  added  that  they  do  not 
necessarily  share  the  opinions.  Mr. 
Churchill  himself  in  the  preface  to  his 
book  leaves  no  doubt  on  this  point, 
lle'writes: 

I'inally  I  make  it  plain — though  it 
is  scarcely  necessary —  that  for  all  the 
exprcssir)ns  of  opinion  and  statements 
of  fact  which  this  volume  contains,  I 
am  alone  responsible.  They  do  not 
profess  to  present  the  official  views  of 
the  military  departments;  and  they  in 
no  w«jr  cotnmit  the  Government  of 
which  I  am  a  member  to  endorsement 
or  agreement.  TAey  conetitute  a  per- 
sonal judgment  and  record  of  events, 
which.  th  >i).;ii  ten  yeari  old,

The  parks  and  the  boulevyds  the 
city  have  b««n  placed  in  charga  of 
skilled  arboriculturists,  men  who  pre- 
sumably thoroughly  underitaad  their 
business,  and  who  therefore  must 
have  had  what  th«y  considered  sub- 
stantial reasons  for  dtatroying  the 
old  elma  to  the  height  of  their  glory. 
No  man  who  has  made  a  study  <«f 
trees,  and  therefore  must  love  them, 
would  wantonly  cut  down  dvia  in  the 
fulness  of  their  life  and  ia  the  iMtfht 
o  f  their  glory.

Possibly  we  shall  be  told  why  the 
trees  in  front  of  the  South  Fark 
School  were  cut  down.  Nature  un- 
adorned and  untrimmed  is  always  at- 
tractive to  the  eyes  of  persons  of  a 
conservative  disposition,  but  Nature, 
while  she  has  a  wonderful  faculty  for 
htaliiiK  wounds  and  obliterating  scars, 
is  not  invariably  neat  and  tidy  in  her 
methods.  The  acicatlfk  arboriculturist 
is  always  neat  and  tidy  in  his  methods. 
It  IS  his  business  to  cut  and  trim  .<nd 
keep  luxuriant  growtha'iB  order  and 
uithin  bounds.  Aod  when  trees  he- 
come  decrepit  as  the  years  pass  over 
their  heads  and  ag*  affects  their  come- 
liness, the  reOBOrMlcss  and  practical 
arboriculturist  cuta  them  down  and 
casts  them  into  the  fire.

There  are  some  things  in  the 
system  or  the  philosophy  of  the 
supervisors  of  the  parks  and  li  uilc- 
vards  of  Victoria  that  we  admire  and 
some  thing*  that  we  deplore.  We 
have  more  than  onea  deplored  the 

treatment  of  the  trees  upon  our  boule- 
\ards.  Instead  of  being  permitted  to 
Rrow  and  develop  and  expand  in  their 
ii4tnr.il  beauty,  the  trees  are  subjected 
to  an  annual  mutilation.  The  conse- 
quence la  that  instead  of  being  per- 
mitted to  become  what  Nature  in 
tended  them  to  be,  they  arc  what  a 
gifted  writer  has  described  aa  "blurbs" 
upon  the  streets.  Instead  of  being  a 
delight  to  the  eye  they  arc  an  offence 
to  the  senses  of  anyone  who  appre- 
ciates the  charm  of  trees  in  their  na- 
turally fully  developed  state.

nut  there  is  a  reason  for  the  annual 
treatment  to  which  the  unfortunate 
trees  upon  the  boulevards  are  sub- 
jected. The  unfortunate  trees  are  the 
victims  of  circumstances  and  environ- 
ment. The  convenience  of  the  people 
who  live  npon  the  streets  is  con 
sidered  of  more  importance  than  the 
looks  of  the  trees  which  have  been 
planted  upon  the  boulevards.  If  the 
trees  were  pciiniti'  M  t  >  flotiri.sii  in  ac- 
cordance with  their  natural  inclina- 
tion they  would  interfere  with  the 
wires  which  have  been  strung  upoti 
every  street  and  telephone  communi- 
cation would  be  interrupted.  The 
people  of  this  modern  world  could  not 
be  expected  to  successfully  pursue 
happiness  and  thoroughly  enjoy  life 
if  they  were  prevented  by  the  trees 
',  from  holding  constant  communication 
with  their  neighbors  and  with  the 
atorca  and  ahopi  which  aopply  them 
abundantly  with  the  necessaries  of 
exiatence.  Therefore  both  for  busi 
neaa  reasons  and  for  social  reasons 
the  bonlevarfl  trees  must  not  be  per- 
mitted to  interrupt  wire  communica- 
tions.

(  onsidering  the  situation  from  a 
comprehensive  and  unbiased  point 
of  view,  wc  believe  the  city  has  been 
well  served  by  its  corps  of  skilled  ar- 
boriculturists and  gardeners.  Com- 
paring the  condition  of  our  parks, 
streets  and  public  places  with  the  con- 
dition of  the  same  places  a  number  of 
years  ago.  the  onprejodiced  observer 
.iml  critic  must  admit  that  the  officials 
in  charge  of  those  institutions  have 
cot  and  trimmed  to  aomt  purpose. 
Beacon  Hill  Park  was  a  very  attrac- 
tive place  in  its  natural  state;  it  is  an 
extra^hiarily  bcaatiftU  place  In  its 
partially  artificial  State.  It  is  some- 
times said  that  prt  cannot  embellish 
the  work  of  Nature.  Anyone  who  re- 
members what  our  principal  park 
looked  like  a  quarter  of  a  century  or 
so  ago  and  knows  what  it  looks  like 
today  should  agree  with  us  in  aaying 
that  In  one  case  at  least  an  ha«  suc- 
ceeded in  embellishing  the  work  of 
Natnrt.
